SOLDIERS ARE ANXIOUS TO COME HOME

—

They Muve Little Une for the Geore
mans ns Represented in Their
Fleet Now Statloned in
Manila Bay,

. Mrs. Walter L. Coakley (s in recelpl of a
elter from her husband, dated at Cavite
July 6. Mr. Coakley left Omaha for tho
Philippines In Tompany with Major Jones
and Joseph 8. Joplin, and is in the employ
of the government. In speaking of the
weather, Mr. Coakley nayns:

“So far 1 mee nolhing pecullar in the
climate, It 1s not as hot na Omaha, nor as
damp ns New Orleans, It rains every after-
noon and occaslonally at night, but the soll
docs not make mud. 1 have net thought
of looking at a thermometer to ree how
bot it 1s, which speaks well for the tem-
perature. The rear end of our quarters ex-
tends out over the bay, so we get all the
wind that blows, or 1 should have written
“breexe.” ns we have no wind, although we
ars In a typhoonie country. We wore nd-
vised that the mosquitoes here were s0me-
thing terrifie, and there {s something busi-
ness-llke In them at night when the lghts
aro out, but they are not “in it" with the
natlyes 6f New Orlenns. They did not get
out to the ships in the bay at all.”

Mr. Coakley says of the natives.,

“The ‘Fillippinos,’ as thoy call them-
sclves, are quite small, but wiry. We have
been employing about 200 of them in un-
loading ships and storing supplles and
find them the most falthful workers 1 ever
saw. The women are little bits of trifling
things, about the size of 10-year-old ohil-
dren at home. In fact, they mature and
marry at that age. Yosterday I saw & child
apparently about 11 vears old carrylng n
biaby which I was informed was her own.
This seems all right to the natlves, but
disgusting to us.

“The animala here are also very small,
cattle and horpes are like foys. Here at
Cavite the only means of transportation |s
Iittle pony carts drawn by ponles about the
slze of burros, They are hardy little beg-
gars, though, and mnke good time.

Inhabitants Hasxtened Away.

“Cavite, before Dewey's victory, waas a
Spanish town of some 1ittle pretenslons, sup-
ported by the army and navy, which had
large supply depots here. Immediately
after the destruction of the Spanish fleet
the Inhabitants stood not upon the order of
golng, but went at once, leaving everything
behind except thelr clothing and such Jew-
elry and money as they could carry, When
you consider that only sliver money s used
bere, and that $1,000 of it weighs Bixty
pounds, you can realfze that a man could
not escape with much of it and make hls
way for twenty miles through an cnemy's
country. The insurgents swarmed over the
town and looted every house. What they
could not use they destroyed, The natives
and Spanish are fighting daily. Thelr cus-
tom Is to have a little spat in the after-
noon and a pretty hot fight between 10 and
2 o'clotk at night. The insurgents have
driven the Spanish around the bay from
Cavite, until last night the fight was on
the outskirts of Manila. News has Just
come in that the insurgents captured over
2,000 men last night and the prisoners are
belng landed here at Cavite. The army
peaple are somewhnat alarmed at the succoss
of the Insurgents, and are afrald that the
latter will take Manlla before we have a
chance and then refuse to surrender It to
us, This would make nasty complications.
Cavite Is an unattractive place, and we are
all longing to go home, Manila seems lo be
the promlsed land for everyone here, even
the natives. Seen from here it 18 indeed
& pleasant slght; handsome bulldings and
beautiful foliage during the day, and bright
eleotrie lights strung along the water front
At night,"

Dewey Talks to the Dateh,

Mr. Coakley tells the following of
condition of Internntionnl =affalrs in
harbor of Manila:

"Germany, Great Britaln, France and
Japan have war vessels in the harbor watch-
ing events. There does not seem to be a
cordial feeling between the Duteh and our
boys. Dewey, being In control of the har-
bor, directed that no boats should appear
upon the bay after dark, and the war ships
Keep flash lights going to see that the order
is obeyed. A few nights ago the admiral's
own ship, the Olympia, caught with (ts
flash a German boat, a steam launch, slip-
pieg along. It was halled and ordered
to heave to and walt the plensure of the
admiral, who, to teach them a lesson, kept
them walting under the glare of the Hash
light for about an hour. He then came
up and addressed the lieutenant In charge
of the boat In vigorous English. It Is re-
ported that he sald: ‘Don't you know that
I am blockading this harbor and that ne
boats are allowed out after dark.," The poor
lieutenant could only say that he was under
tho orders of his admiral, making & call on
one of our boats, ‘Give my compliments
to your admiral,’ Dewey replied, ‘and tell
him that the next boat found on the harbor
after dark will be sunk.' The Germans
think they can take llberties here because
thelr fleet Is so much larger than ours, or
ot least they did think so before this in-
cident., The English, on the contrary, are
with us. It Is reported that at a meeting
of the English and CGerman admirals a few
days ago the latter asked the Englishmen
what action they would take In case the
Americans bombarded Manila, and the reply
was, 'Ask Admiral Dewey.'
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VOYAGE OF THE FIRST NEBRASKA,

Capiain Buck Taylor Writes an In-
terenting Account of the Trip.
Captaln “Buck” Taylor of the Thursion
Rifles of thia clty, now stationed at Mauila
with the First Nebraska regiment, has
written a lengthy description of the voyage
across the Pacific to his father and mother,
Mr. and Mrs. Cadet Taylor. The following

is u part of the Interesting letter:

ON BOARD STEAMSHIP SENATOR, AT
EEA, Friday, July 15, 1808 —(Just Entering
the Chinn Sea, North Coast of Luzon.)—Wo
today were met by the man-of-war Boston,
which was one of Dewey's prize winners,
and feel quite among friends again.

We left Honolulu quite hurriedly, In faect
did not take on all the coal that was in-
tended, and no provision was made for the
better conditlon of the men. The people
of Honoluly gave us a royal welcome and
& hoarty send-off, Eo far we have met
with no accldents or had mny fatalities, but
the men are not in anywhere pear the
sirong condition that they should be, solely
beesuse of the lack of proper food, Soon
after leaying Honolulu the light brown duck
clothing was lssued and the Thurstons im-
mediately started something new and
dubbed themselves "Buck Taylor's Brown-
’r.lll

July-9 was a day of suppressed excite-
ment and ontlcipation, for we expected to
sight the Ladrone [slands before night. We
bhad heard that a portlon of the fArst ex-
padition was to occupy the principal laland,
Guam, but we had no authentic lnrorm.utlon.
Wea hugged the shore and about € o'clock
the China pulled out ahead to scout and
lewrn If there were any friends In port.
Just at dusk we saw It put about and head
out to sen., We shorily came up and were
told that there wrre no vessols at CGuam
and to follow the China. Bo we set out for
Mauila after haviag gone 600 miles out of
our courss and .hen not learning whether
Guam was held by friend or foe.

My boys have bad the record for health,
wnd It was rot untll July 11 that 1 had
0 eoter in my dlary that my boys were

tommencing to weaken under (he nlnln‘
and wevernl were reported to the Rurgeon
for treatment. Tenight, however, 1 have !
every hope and feel quite nsmired that it
Wil require much greater hardships to
break them down,

Since leaving the Ladrones we have hed
An opportunity to realize the facts of the
reported ralny season of the tropies. Hardly
A night has passed without heavy raln and
searcely a day but a few light showers
overtook us. The heat of the sun Is not
In the least oppresive, as we are all in
the shade and there 18 urually a falr breete
blowing. But today. This s the day on
Which wo pighted the soll of our promised
land, the day when our drooping epirits
were to nrouse themselves and our lassitude
Was to glve way to life and aclivity, the
day we have longed for is here. One month
Ago today we salleéd from Ban Franclsco,
and until todny bave known nothing but
ourselves,

BEarly this morning we gighted the island
of Luzon and In a few hours were roundini
Its northern end within ten miles of shore.
This portion of the island I8 very moun-
talnous and heavily timbered to the shores
of the sea. Pleturesque and beautiful as the
pleture of the famous upper Hudson, and
not at all uninviting in appearance to one
of our inclination,

Just after entering  the passage wo
sighted the smoke of a ship which
turned out to be the Hoston. '"Twas
llke meeting a friend from home, an
onkls In the desert, and when It was
alongeide it seemed like @ family re-
unfon. Our boys, many of them, have

acquired the signal code fever, and soon
nearly every sailor on board the Hoston
was kept busy “wigwaggin” his hat in re-
fponse to questlons ns to the ltest news.
The China soon pulled out and will arrive
In Manila several hours ahead of us, All
diy long the boys have kept up the “wig-
wagging' and the sallors on beard the
Boston will think we are a protty {nquisi-

tive lot, I fear. They seem to enioy the
glving as much as our boys do the re-
celving,

Bunday, July 17, 4:20 A. M.—Just off
entrance to Manlla bay, heading enst. At

5180 o'clock passed Corrlgedor fsland on our
port side. The view s Inspiring and the
scenery heautiful. At 6:30 o'clock, far off
on the horizon we can see one war ship
and quite & number of the Philippine junks.
At 7:15, Cavite on starboard quarter about
ten mlles, Many war vessels stationed
there,  Several in  harbor off por: bow.
At 7145, we can see wrecks of Spanish
ships ncross Cavite point.  The sight thrills
our souls, for we can now reallze that the
Maine was certainly well remembered. Can
feo Manila In the distance. At 8 o'clock
are within half mile of fleet anl preparing
to drop anchor. At 0 o'clock we cireulated
in and about the Aperocan, man-of-war,
cheering and recelving cheers.  Are now
anchored within 1,000 yards of a sunken
man-of-war and In sight of scveral more.
Forelgn men--of-war are opposite Manila,
which is seven miles distant. Can soe smoke
of skirmlshers on hoth sldes of the town,
and occaklopally a cannon shot. There s
one now—ean be plainly heard and the rat-
tle of the machine guns—another—Is quite
enchanting.

Our troopg have 3,000 prisoners at Cavite,
The Charleston met first expedition at
Guam, and because salute was nof made,
hombarded the town. The governor came
and surrendered, apologlsing for not re-
turning ealute and stating that he had no
knowledge of the existence of war. Are
now prisopers here, This will leave here
tomorrow morning, so I may not have much
time to write more. Insurgents are quite
nctive and are harrassing the Spanish con-
tinually.

SHOTS AT MANZANILLO.

Target Practice of the Newark and
Consorta Interrapted by Protocol.

The following letter to The Bee ia from
Guy H. Cramer of this city, who resigned
his posaition with the passenger department
of the Burlington road at the outbreak of
the war to enter the navy as ship's writer
on the Newark under Captaln Goodrioh:

UNITED BTATES SHIPF NEWARK, OFF
MANZANILLO, Cuba, Aug. 13—To the
Editor of The Bee: We anchored thirty-five
or forty milea off this place last night and
early this morning (4 o'clock) got under
way. Arrived here ghortly before noon and
gent the Alvarado, o very small gunboat
captured from the Spanlards at Santiago and
which has been turned into an American
vesael, under command of the famous lleu-
tenant, Victor Blue, Into the harbor with
an uliknaium which Captaln Goodrich of
the Newark, as senlor ofMcer present, hid
drawn up for either the acceptance or re-
fusal of the Bpanigh authorities in the
province of Manzaniilo.

By the way, I think I am putting the cart
before the horse by falling to teill you how
It was we got here snd how many of us there
are, We left Guantanamo in company with
the Resolute, who had Colonel Huntington's
batallion of 400 marines aboard of it. That
was on August 9, The afternoon of the 10th
we fell in with the Suwanoce and the Hist,
which had left Guantanamo about the same
time we dld and had been walting for us,
The Suwanes came In close to us, and
Delehanty, the commanding ofMcer, halled
us from the bridge, glving ut the news from
Manganillo, where the Hist bad been the
day before. He reported there were five
amall steamers and fiftean schooners in the
harbor and that he thought the place could
be easlly taken. He concluded his remarks
by saying: *“‘Don’t you think we had better
stop and clean this place up as we are paes-
ing by? Our ecaptaln requested the
presence of the commanding officers of
each of the other vessels to come aboard
the Newark, and they were closeted together
for some time. They evidently decided to
make the attempt and we walted around
in the vicinity of Cape Cruz until morn-
Ing. At early daybreak the tug Osceola and
the before mentloned Spanish gunboat
Alvarado, joined us, making n total of six
vepsels,. We all then procesded on our way
into this place, taking the longest way
around the three chaonels leading up to
the town on account of the amount of water
we draw belng so great that we could not
take elther of the shorter passages. That's
how the six of us gol here and that's how
the trouble began, Two days ago I wrote
the terms which the slx eaplains had agreed
upon.

p’l‘ohey don't get the best of it by a good
deal. We sent the Alvarado in with the
letter ahortly before noon and wvery soon
after the answer came back that they could
not accept the terms. The #ignal was hm-
mediately holsted on the Newark to olear
ship for action for the fleet, and we did so
ourselves. By this time the three hours
glven them were up, and the men were sent
to general quarters and another action was
on. It was raining slightly during all the
firing. It was a grand sight to see all the
ships In actlon and the shells bursting all
over and around the town and in the water
and atr all around the vessels, We, draw-
Ing as much water as we do, could only get
within 6,000 yards of the shore (three and
one-half miles), but after an hour's firing,
on the supposgition that the Spaniards had
holsted a Mlag of truce, they sent the
Alvarado ifnto the town with a white flag.
We were away off to the left, throwing six-
inch shells into thke tewn at & very rapld
rate. The Buwanee, Hist and Osceoln were
moking thelr way a lttle closer into the
harbor, while the Resolute acd Alvaralo,
with thelr small guns, were laying off close
to us. As 1 say, they sont the Alvardo in
with the flag of truce, and as soon as the
other vessels saw thle, they |mmediately
stopped firipg, but continued on thelr way
closer in to nct as a proteciion to the little
Alvarado, As luek would have it, it proved
pecessary, for here wus shown one of the
most destardly pleces of work that can be
shown In an action between two opposing
forges. The Alvarado was within 400 yards
of the landing, preparing to put a boat over
the side and send an ofMcer ashore, fag
of truce still fiying, when three of the
Spanish batteries scattered along the shore
opened fire on her at once, It was such a
surprising thing to do, even wilth times as
they are, that it took the breath away from
the wholse Hfeet. Of course, the little gun-
boat immediately turned and got out of the
way as quickly as possible, but not, however,
without firing a few shots from the Spanish
guns with which she was armed, back at
their origiual owners. By this time the
Suwanee, Hist and Osceola were well within
the harbor lmits snd opened fire at onoes,

numbers made the number of shols come in
rapid suocession,

From where we were Iying, it certalnly
looked us though our four vessels could not
escape the fire thal wiaa belng directed to-
wards them, but the Bpanish gunnery was
hoera at Maeuzanillo the same as it was at
Manila, Santiago andl  every other plrooe
where they have had an opportunity to try
thelr gunes und gunners. We could ses shots
striking in the water nll around our veasels
and onve in u while they would throw a few

The great majority of them fell way shotrt
or missed us by good wide margins, but
otice In a while one of them would come
uncomfortably near, All the time, however,
we had been throwlng our six-inch shells
into the town, 6,(%) yards away, and some
of them Ald (mmenge damage to the bulld-
Ings ot least, whether they did to the people
In the town or not. We could ses the bhulld-
Ings golng to pleces, but, of course, tould
not tell what injury they were doing to
human life. Dusk was coming on and the

arders. As each came up, they made the
same report in regard to the Spanlards’
treachery in firing on the white flag and
the same report in regard to casualties on
thelr Individual vessels. Firing was kept up
from the Newark at intervals of every few
minutes until dark. Three times during the
afternoon they had get the house of the
commuandant on fire and as many times had
It been extingulshed. At dark the order was
given to fire luto the town once every half
hour the whole night through. This s a
proceeding o little out of the usual, but
presume it ls  belug dongs on  Account
of the a@actlon of the people in
the town firlng on the Alvarado
ns they did. The voasil has
bsen lying in a position all duy whereby
only the port battery has been in action.
Tonlght, bowever, she has swung with the
tide, for we are lying at anchor, and the
starboard battery will be in action for some
hours,

On the way up here, the morning after
leaving Guantanamo, we sighted a long,
low steamer close In shore, evidently try-
Ing to get down the coast In the gray mist
of the early morning. We rman In close to
her, showed our colors and ran up our num-
ber, to neither of which did ghe respond.
We fired a six-inch shot in dangerous
proximity to her bows, which brought her
to with a round turn. Our boarling officer,
Mr. Hryan, (not Willle J., by {he way),
went over to her in one of our Tifo boats,
She turned out to ba the Benlor, w German
vessel upder contract to our government to
work on the wreck of the Cristobal Colon.
Of course, we allowed her 10 return to her
former position near the wreck, and we
theén went in fairly close to the shore and
had a look at the Colon for ourselves, She
was Iying well up on the beach, which at

that plice 8 o mountaln which runs
down to the water's edge, con-
tinuing right down into the water,

making very deep water close In shore.
The Colon was lylng on her port alde,
hows on shore, with all her blg guns of
the starboard bhattery pointing up In the
alr. Apd she had some blg ones, too.
Don't know as lo the bigness in dinmeter,
vither, but they certainly were long ones,
We went In, perhaps, within 4 third of a
mile of her, Just at the right of the
Colon from where we were a little valley
openéd up between two mountains, and this
was one of the prettlest spots 1 have seen
in many a day. Tall palmsa were In
abundance, and tho mnicest, greenest grass
you could imagine, We were in cloge
enough to eatch the full fragrance of the
land, and that, too, wag a welcome visitor
to us,

Once more a slx-inch shell has gone
gcreaming through the alr toward the
doomed town of Manzanillo, for it is doomed
an surely as the Newark s afloat at the
present minute, 1 had a very Interesting
Idea In my head at the moment of firing,
but the concussion raised me so high and
I came down so hard that 1 no longer have
the idea,

Following are a few statistics I figured
out today, which will give vou a slight
Idea of the expense of these little bom-
bardments which Unele Bam is Indulging
in: Today we fired 160 six-inch shells, at
a total cost of $46 per shot, making a total
of §7,200; 26 six-pounder shells, at m cost of
$4 per shot, making n total of $100; grand
total, $7,300.

The range was 6,000 yards most of the
time; the shote fired would, therefere, reach
631 miles in one line.

The wvelocity of the six-Inch shells at
tho muzzle was 2,200 feet per second; it
would In that event take one shell twenty-
five minutes to travel the (31 miles.

The welght of each gix-inch ghell was
100 pounds; the weight of the six-pounders,
#lx pounds each, making a total welght of
metal thrown Into the town from the
Newark alone 16,160 pounds, or elght tons.

The amount of powder In euch six-inch
charge, 26 pounds; in each six-pounder
charge, 2 pounds; total, 4,210 pounds. The
tursting charge in each six-inch shell was
4 pounds; in each six-pounder shell, 1
pound; total amount of powder consumed,
4,876 pounds.

SAME PLACE, Aug. 13.—The following
copy of telegram from Captain Goodrich, In
commmand of our fleet, to Admiral Sampson,
tells the whole story In a nutshell:

“Admiral Sampson, Guantanamo: on
Cape Cruz recelved information that Man-
zanillo would surrender under reasonable
pressure. Appeared off place Friday with
Newark, Resolute, SBuwanee, Hist, Opceola
and Alvargdo; demanded unconditional sur-
render. On refusal began shelling the
fortifications and continued through night.
Daylight this morning, by flag of truce, re-
colved telegram from acting secretary, read-
ing as follows: ‘Protocol of peace signed
by the president; armistice proclaimed.’
Pleage instruct me as to movements of ves-
sels here. GOODRICH."

And that s how It Is that we will not
get a cent of prize money In return for all
the good ammunition we gave to the Span-
fards at Manzanillo yesterday. 1f we had
only gotten here one day sooner; If we had
only continued the engagement last night;
If the Newark could ony have gotten cloger
in ehore yesterday afterncon; if the arrival
of that miserable little telegram could have
been put off until tomorrow, or If a thou-
sand other things had happened in place
of what did happen, we might have made
a snug sum of prize money out of this
place.
